I Gov. John J. McKeithen, Gov- 
ernor Rhodes asked for cla- 
rification on whether an as- 
sistant district attorney is 
empowered in Louisiana to 
sign an imformation charging 
Novel with conspiracy to 
commit a burglary. 

Louisiana’s first attempt to 
extradite Novel failed when 
Ohio officials returned the 
information as incomplete.
